OYSTER EXCELS AS A FOOD.

Easily Digestible and Highly Bene
ficial to the Nerves.

Reocent exporimenis show the great
digestibllity of the oyster, Whan
the oyster was coruashed and placed
In cold water about half of the solid
matter was disolved. When the ove
ter was placed uncrushed In the same
medium one-fourth of Its solid mat
ter wans dissolved. It Is belleved that
If the oyster be chewed more than
half of It is digsolved in the mouth.

Cold water appears (o be the hest
thing to drink with oysters. But chab-
lis Is good, dissolving 88 per ceot of
the solld matter of the oyster,

What are the solids of the oyster?
They are the yroteids corresponding
to the lean of meal or the white of an
ege, fat, siarchy matters and glyeo'
gen.  This jast means the substance
which the liver manufactures for
futire use. 1 Is very like sugar, and
when wanted for uso is changed Into
sugar, It 18 the substance whleh
makes the oyster aweetl In the mouth.

But there are other vuluable con-
stituents of the oyster—what are call-
ed the glycero-phosphorie compounds.
Medieal men preseribe thése for Im.
proving the nervous system, so that
n diet of oysters is unquestionably
good for the nerves. They also cone
tain common sxlt, a 1ttle copper and
goveral phosphates. And taling the
whole cotitents of the oyster shell,
one finds almost everything necessary
for the food of the hody.
